American  intelligence. 

MaJJac/.ufctts. 

BOSTON,  June  3. 
Intelligence  from  Egypt. 
Yefterday  the  Ichooner  Iris,  captain  Grif- 
fin arrived  at  the  Quarentine  road,  in 
52   days  from  Naples,  and  35  from 
Gibralter.     Mr.  Thomas  H111,  jun. 
fupercargo  of  the  Iris,  has  obligingly 
furuiihed  us  with  the  following  inter- 
efting  papers. 
ENGLISH  ACCOUNT  OF  EGTPTI- 
AN  AFFAIRS. 
GIBRALTAR,  April  17. 
Yefterday  arrivtd  from  Aboukir,  in 
28  days,  his  majclty's  hired  armed  brig 
Louila,  Trufcott,  from  whom  we  have 
the  following  intormation  : 

The  Britifh  army  under  Sir  Ralph 
Abercrombie,  arrived  at  Aboukir  Bay  on 
the  2d  March  ;  but  did  not  attempt  to 
dilembark,  on  account  of  tcmpeftuous 
weather,  until  the  £th,  when  a  landing 
was  effecledby  7000  men,  under  a  heavy 
fire  from  artillery  and  Imall  aims.  1  heS 
French  made  a  vigorous  oppofition,  ad- 
vancing to  the  beach,  and  aclually  level- 
ling the  mufqUels  over  the  gunwales  of 
the  boats;  but  the  Britifh  loldters  leap- 
ing on  lhore,  attacked  the  enemy  with 
the  bayonet,  made  good  their  debarkati- 
on and  drove  the  French  about  two  miles 
towards  Alexandi  ia,  and  into  the  Caftle 
cf  Aboukir,  taking  from  them  8  pieces  cf 
cannon. 

Our  lofs  in  killed  and  wounded  this 
day  is  computed  to  amount  to  4  or  500 
men  ;  and  the  enemy's  about  the  fame. 
Anicng  the  corps  which  made  this  firit 
landing  were  the  guards,  28th,  42d,  90th, 
and  02d  regiments.  Our  troops  were 
reinforced  the  fame  evening  by  5000 
more  men  who  landed  afterwafds  :  and 
having  eftablifhed  themfelves  in  this  po- 
lition,  they  remained  until  the  13th 
March,  when  a  general  adlion  took  place, 
which  terminated  in  the  total  route  of 
the  French,  and  f»ur  pieces  of  cannon 
being  captured  by  the  Englifh,  who  loft 
about  1000  men  in  this  affair:  But  by 
accounts  from  prifoners,  the  lofs  of  the 
French  was  geater. 

On  the  14th  the  attack  commenced  up- 
on the  caftle  of  Aboukir  :  and  on  the 
i3th  that  garrifon  furrendered  to  the 
Britifh  forces  ;  all  the  guns  except  two, 
having  been  difmounted  by  the  fire  from 
our  batteries. 

When  the  Louifa  left  Egypt,  the  Bri- 
tifh army  was  polled  within  two  miles  of 
Alexandria  ;  and  the  French,  fuppofed 
to  be  about  6000  itrong,  were  entrenched 
on  the  heights  of  Pompey's  pillar,  faid 
to  command  Alexandria.  The  Britilli 
were  occupied  in  difembarking  their  field 
train  of  battering  cannon,  two  thirds  of 
which  were  already  on  fliore  ;  and  th« 
attack  upon  the  French  camp  was  expect- 
ed very  foon  to  begin  ;  when  it  was  fup- 
pofed there  could  be  little  doubt  of  the  e- 
vent  being  as  glorious  to  Britain  as  the 
preceding  aclions  had  proved.  'J  he 
French  had  at  firit  miftaken  the  41^  re- 
giment  in  the  Highland  drefs  f  1  r  Turks, 
and  attacked  them  with  their  ufual  confi- 
dence ;  but  were  received  with  a  gallen- 
try  and  fpirit  which  they  did  not  expect 
and  probably  had  not  been  accuftomed  to. 
The  Highlanders  received  the  French 
cavalry  on  their  bayonets;  in  their  turn 
made  a  brifk  charge  ;  checked  and  com- 
pletely worlted  that  part  of  the  French 
army  oppofed  to  them. 

It  is  futther  reported  that  Murad  Bey 
and  his  followers  have  attacked  the  French 
at  Cairo,  and  prevented  Menou  from  join- 
ing the  forces  at  Alexandria,  where  all 
the  reft  of  the  French  troops  in  the  Daka 
had  been  concentrated.  Certain  accounts 
had  arrived  that  the  Grand  Vicier,  with 
his  armr  had  marched  towards  the  Dal- 
ta  about  the  twentieth  of  February. 

One  of  the  lieutenants  of  his  majefty's 


iVp  Swiftfhure,  writes  as  follows  to  his 
friends  in  Gibraltar,  dated  17th  March. 

44  Our  gallant  army  is  only  wafting  for 
the  heavy  artillery  to  attack  the  enemy's 
height  near  Alexandria,  which  mull  im- 
mediately fall  on  our  becoming  matter***, 
this  height,  as  it  entirely  commands  tht 
town." 

Sir  John  Warren  fell  in  with  and  cha- 
fed the  fquadron  under  admiral  Ganthea- 
ini, f,  on  trie  2. 1  It  of  March,  but  16ft  fight 
of  them  in  the  night.  They  were  fee D 
on  the  5th  of  April,  by  bis  Majedy's  Lvig 
of  war  the  Mutin*,  off  the  ifland  of  Sar 
dinia,  fleering  north-cafti  'i'wo  of  tin 
line  of  battle  (hips  had  toft  there  for* 
malts. 

[It  may  be  worthy  of  remark  to  news- 
mongers that  the  late  French  account  of 
their  victory  in  Egypt  on  the  20th  March 
was  from  gen.  Moncey,  dated  at  Milan 
2d  of  April,  in  which  he  fays,  the  intelli- 
gence of  the  Englifli  defeat  and  embarka- 
tion was  founded  on  advices  from  Naples 
and  that  the  Iris,  which  arrived  here 
yefterday,  left  Naples  the  1  ith  April — 
nine  days  after  the  date  of  Alonceys  let- 
ter— and  then  no  Inch  accounts  had  been 
in  circulation.]

NEW- YORK,  June  5. 

The  papers  bv  the  Argus  inform  us, 
that  the  new  Emperor  of  RufTia,  on 
his  acceffion  to  the  throne,  made  pub- 
lic no  lefs  than  eleven  different  tikales, 
each  of  which  is  represented  to  be  im- 
portant, viz.  I.  The  liberty  of  the  pri- 
soners of  ftate  ;  2d.  That  of  the  Englilh 
failors  ;  3d.  That  of  every  one  cloathing 
himfelf  according  to  his  own  fancy  ;  4th. 
That  of  entering  and  leaving  his  territo- 
ries without  obliruclion ;  5th. that  of  par- 
ticular focieties  of  pleaiure  and  litera- 
ture ;  6th.  the  abolition  of  the  ordinan- 
ces relative  to  contraband  ;  7th.  the  re- 
eitablifliing  the  tarif  as  it  itood  in  1782  s 
8th.  the  renunciation  of  the  grand  malter- 
fhip  of  Malta  ;  9th,  the  re  cdaibllhmcnt 
of  the  ancient  regiment  of  guards;  10th. 
the  re-eltablilhment  of  theorder^f  Wal- 
dimir  ;  and  1  ith.  all  the  regiments  tore- 
fume  their  ancient  names. 

Under  the  date  of  Paris,  6th  Floreal, 
(26th  Apiil)  are  the  following  Articles  : 

"It  is  faid  that  lord  Whitworth  is  com- 
ing here  in  quality  of  negociator,  and  that 
the  firft  coni'ul  had  required  that  the  ne- 
gociations  be  carried  on  in  London,  but 
that  the  Englifh  government  have  prefer- 
red treating  at  Paris. 

"They  write  from  Calais  that  the  cor- 
refpondence  between  the  two  govern- 
ments is  in  conltant  activity  ;  and  from 
this  circumflance  is  nourilhed  a  hope  of 
peace  which  we  lay  hold  of  with  pleaiure, 
&  which  we  cannot  lofe without  regret. 

Yeiterday  afternoon,  the  remarkable 
fait  failing  and  fortunate  fliip  Argus,  cap- 
tain Main,  arrived  hrre  in  33  days,  from 
Bourdeax  ;  the  firlt  (hip  which  h  is  perfor- 
med her  voyage  from  hence  to  France 
and  back,  fiace  the  renwal  of  our  inter, 
courfe  with  that  country. 

By  this  arrival,  we  have  received 
Paris  papers  bo  the  26th  April  inclu- 
five,  eight  days  later  than  our  French 
accounts  via  London.  Upon  the  whole, 
thele  papers  furnilh  us  with  little  news 
of  importance. 

A  g-.-ntleman  who  cime  paffenger  in  the 
Arg'is,  informs  us  that  the  news  refpedl- 
ing  the  defeat  of  Abercrombie,  had  fall 
en  to  the  ground,  and  was  difbelieved  in 
France  when  he  left  Bourdeax,  which 
was  on  the  id  ult.  Our  beleif  of  the  ina- 
curacy  of  the  late  accounts  from  Egypt, 
by  the  Brutus,  is  ftrengthened,  from  the 
entire  filence  of  the  lalt  Paris  papers  on 
the  fubjuct. 

June  9. 

A  gentleman  who  has  converfed  with 
thehort.  Mr.  Sitgreaves,  lir.ee his  arrival, 
informs  us,  that  if  the  late  Mioifters  in 
Great-Britain  had  continued  in  office 
three  weeks  longer,  the  points  of  contro- 
verfy  in  our  treaty  with  that  country, 
would  hive  been  fettled  to  the  fatisfacti- 
an  of  both  parties — That  in  confequence 
of  the  new  order  of  things  there,  the  ne- 
gotiations have  finc'e  remained  in  statu 
quo  and  that  a  new  conference  will  have 
to  be  opened  between  the  two  countries. 

Mr..  King,  our  MinifUr  at  London,  was 
making  prparations  to  return,  hourly  ex- 
pecting his  recal. 

Mr.  Gorcham,  and  the  other  Ameri- 
can agent,  were  to  return  in  the  enfuing 
autumn,  not  having  effe£led  the  object  of 
their  million.

Capti  Poftlethwait's  company  ff  Infan- 
try, in  front,  preceded  by  Gen.  Scott 
arid  Gen.  R.  Todd — Gen.  L.  Todd  anu 
Gen.  Ruffel — Cel.  Beatty  and  Lieut 
Ciiiiton;  (the  latter  of  the  U.  States, 
army,)  Capt.  Trotter's  Riile  Compan\ 
in  the  rear,  and  the  Citizens  in  the  cen- 
ter. A  Liberty  Cap,  on  which  was  a 
label  with  this  inscription, 

4'/;>/y,  1776, 
was  carried  by  one  of  the  citizens,  on  the 
right  of  which  was  the  llandard  of  the  In 
fan  try  company,  and  en  the  left  that  o! 
the  Rifle  company  ;  in  this  order  they 
moved  out  to  Mr.  Maxwell's  fpring, 
where  they  fat  down  to  a  handlome  ain- 
ner,  prepared  for  the  occalion  ;  after 
which  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
was  read,  and  the  following  toalta  drank 

1.  The  anniverfary  of  our  indepen- 
dence. 

2.  The  Prefidentof  the  United  States, 

3.  The  Vice  Prefidcnt  of  the  United 
States. 

4.  The  memory  of  General  Wafhing- 
ton. 

5.  The  heroes  who  fell  in  defence  of 
independence. 

6.  The  llate  of  Kentucky. 

7  Succeis  to  agriculture  and  to  the 
domeltic  manufactures  of  Kentucky. 

8.  Peace,  commerce  and  honelt  friend- 
fhip  with  all  nations,  intangling  alliances 
with  none. 

9.  Freedom  of  religion,  freedom  of 
the  prefs,  freedom  of  perfon,  and  tri- 
al by  juries  impartially  feleeted. 

10.  The  militia,  our  heft  reliance  in 
peace,  and  for  the  fu  ll  moments  of  war. 

11.  A  zealous  care  of  the  right  of 
election  by  the  people. 

2.  The  fupremacy  of  the  civil,  over 
the  military  authority. 

13.  The  diffufion  of  information,  and 
the  arraignment  of  all  abufes  at  the  bar 
of  the  public  reafon. 

14.  Abfolute  acquiefcence  in  the  de- 
cifions  of  the  majority,  the  vital  princi- 
ples of  republics.

After  dinuer  the  citizens  returned  to 
town  in  the  order  in  which  they  moved 
out,  reverfed,  where  16  rounds  were  fired 
in  honor  of  the  day.  The  evening  con- 
cluded with  an  elegant  Ball. 

On  Friday  laft  arrived  at  this  place, 
feveral  families  immediately  from  Swit- 
zerland ;  they  are  principally  Vinedref- 
fers,  and  have  brought  with  them  feveral 
boxes  of  vines  and  choice  fruit  trees  of 
that  country,  as  well  as  the  feeds,  (tones, 
Sec.  ofthofe  fruits;  they  left  this  place 
this  morning  for  the  Kentucky  Vineyard. 

Amongft  thofe  emigrants  are  3  broth- 
ers and  3  fillers  of  Mr.  John  James  Du- 
four,  the  prefent  manager  of  the  Kentuc- 
ky Vineyard,  who  have  migrated  to  this 
place  in  confequence  of  the  flattering  ac- 
counts given  by  their  brother,  of  the  fuc- 
cefs  of  the  Vine  in  Kentucky  ;  they  ex- 
pect to  be  followed  by  at  leafl  too  of 
their  country-men  as  firm  as  they  can  be 
informed  of  their  arrival  and  freindly  re- 
rereption,  Jkc.

a  valtly  Superior  force.  This  intelli- 
gence fo  alarmed  the  French  admiral, 
that  notwithstanding  he  had  paffed  Tou- 
lon, he  in llantly  tacked  ard  entered  that 
port,  where  he  was  foon  blocked  up  by 
fir  John  Warren's  fleet,  which,  though 
reinforced  by  two  (hips,  then  amounted 
to  but  fix  of  the  line. 


WASHINGTON,  (City)  Jume  10. 

We  underftand  that  the  Prelident  of 
the  United  States  has  vacated  the  legati- 
ons to  Lilbnn  and  the  Hague.  The  rea- 
fons,  on  which  this  ftep  has  been  taken, 
a%e  almoft  two  obvious  to  require  enume- 
ration, and  certainly  fo  evident  as  to 
need  but  little  amplification.  By  it,  two 
important  effects  will  be  produced  ;  the 
immediate  favingof  a  considerable  annu- 
al expenditure,  and  a  fuperceflion  of  fome 
ofthofe  delicate  diplomatic  ties  which 
united  us  to  European  powers.  Econo- 
my dictates  the  former  no  lefs  powerfully 
than  found  policy  recommends  the  latter. 
An  annual  expence  of  probably  more 
than  20,000  dollars  will  be  retrenched, 
without  the  leafl  injuring  our  commerci- 
al relations  with  Portugal  and  the  Bata- 
vian  Republic  ;  as  we  have  no  doubt  but 
that  in  the  room  of  the  diplomatic  agents, 
refpeclable  COnfuls  will  be  appointed, 
with  powers  Itrictly  appropriate  to  the 
intercom Tes  of  trade.  Nor  can  the  lealt 
umbrage  be  taken  at  this  procedure  by  the 
belligerent  powers;  as  it  equally  affects 
both  contending  parties,  Portugal  being 
allied  on  one  fide,  and  the  Batavian  Re- 
public on  the  other.
